Hi! 
As John has said, the All-Star gear was pretty widely written up. 


The All-Star Junior graces the pages of Short Wave Craft for March, 1935 
(sharing review space with a little number James Millen touts as "a really 
new communications receiver," something they call an HRO). 


The All-Star Junior Super Band Spread 5 is no HRO, and it doesn't pretend 
to be. The front end/LO is a 6A7, followed by the 6F7 IF (+BFO) and thence 
to a '77 det and '42 AF amp. Tube number 5 is the '80 rectifier. An 
outboard electrodynamic speaker's field coil provides an additional LC 
section for the B+ filter and the IF is a surprising 370 kc. 

On the other hand, the A-S Jr. isn't an HRO in xprice,*x either. All Star 
Headquarters, at 360 N. Michigan Ave in Chicago (I need to crosscheck this 
but it's probably the address of one of the 11 mfrs to be mentioned later) 
will send you the circuit diagram and parts list free for nothing, and 
bought a full-column ad to tell us so, pointing out the fine features of 
continuous band spread, BFO, all-electric AC supply, and--here's a big plus 
for Joe Average Ham--xpre-tuned* IF coils! 5 tubes do the work of 7, 
y'know, in this advanced superhet circuit. 


Was it a kit or not? Yes and no. Having happened to be awake around 
@-dark-30 and sleep not being an option, I found the Wonderful Container. 
Just a bit bigger than a cigar box (remember those?), it's Meissner orange 
with black print, and once contained the xfullx set of RF and IF coils for 
the All Star Junor, including BFO. So there's one clue. 

Another clue are the ads in SWC: Gross Radio and some smaller outfits 
offer "free circuit diagram and parts list;" Allied Radio describes the set 


and trumpets, "ALLIED is first with the Foundation Kit [presumeably the 
punched chassis and panel] at $2.25. Send for...FREE...Wiring Diagram and 
Parts List." But Try-Mo Radio has the kit of parts for $27.50 (speaker and 
tubes extra at $2.50 and $3.95 respectively), while our pals at Wholesale 
Radio Service Co. offer the same deal for only $27.03. M & H Sporting Goods 
modestly tells us, "Build this receiver now from the exact kit of parts as 
described by the country's leading Short Wave Engineers." 

It was xneverx a kit in the Heathkit "cut a 7" red wire and solder from 
lug 5 of TB-4 to pin 9 of X-3" sense. It xcould* be a kit in that you sent 
your hard-won 27 bucks away and got a collection of boxes containing all the 
parts, along with the parts list and schematic. But it didn't have to be; a 
ham with a well-stocked junk box (or generous friends with well-stocked 
junkboxes) might buy the Foundation Kit and Coil Kit--we *xknowx those could 
be had seperately--and spend a lot less for pretty much the same receiver. 


The eleven major manufacturers comprising All-Star were: 

Thordarson (Foundation Unit, Diagrams, Construction Details, Power 
Transformer and Choke) 

Ohmite (Fixed resistors, carbon and wirewound) 

Crowe Name Plate Mfg. Company (No. 123 tuning dial, nameplates/scales for 
other controls)« 

Hammarlund Mfg. Company (Tuning condensers) 

Cornell-Dublier Corp. (all fixed condensers) 

Meissner Mfg. Company (All RF and IF coils, BFO coil, RFC) 

Electrad, Inc. (Potentiometers) 

Oxford Radio Corp. (Speaker with output transformer) 

Belden Mfg. Company ("wiring kit" for receiver, All-Wave antenna) 

Erie Can Company (Tube shields) 

Oak Mfg. Company (Tube and coil sockets--all wafer type!) 

--Switches, grid clips, knobs and binding posts are not attributed. 


Two companies played "me, too:" 

xCrowe Name Plate offered a special cabinet No. 246 for the 
receiver--detachable cover of "ebony-finished wood." Base is 18" wide, 
cabinet is 9.5" high and 8" deep. 

Crowe also offered a Deluxe Panel #247, with all dials etched in silver 
color on a black background. (There was also one for the All-Star 6; if 
these were made in the same manner as the familar dial scales, they must 
have been very attractve indeed!) 

Korrol Mfg. Company xalsox offered an aftermarket cabinet! "Only" $3.95 
in 1935 dollars, it appears to be all metal. 


So there it is, a thumbnail sketch of some aspects of the All-Star 
Junior. Probably not a world-beater and usually homebuilt (Thordarson 
suggested they were something a radio service shop might want to build when 
things were slack and sell, however!), I suspect not many survived intact. 
But in a world where regen-set kits started around $4.00 for a one-tuber and 
topped out about $15 (!!) for a five-tube (!!!) wonder, while ads for the 


big professional superhets from National, Postal and RCA don't even bother 
to mention price, it filled a niche. 


The only comparable kit of the day (and with a wonderful name, a missed 
opportunity of commercial art) might be the 6-tube Martian Eagle ("Swoops 
Across the Continents!" no mention of canals); but your $17.95 didn't buy a 
nice front panel nor does it look to have a BFO nor pre-tuned IFs. 


...I'm always tempted to photcopy some of the ads and send in my stamps 
or dime for catalogs; a radio fan had a lot to dream about in 1935, that's 
for sure! (The Vibroplex Conversion Index suggests multiplying by about 10 
to put those prices in World Of Tomorr-er, Today terms. Sometimes I wonder 
if I haven't nodded off in the World's Fair Futurama exhibit..... "IT Have 
Seen The Future," thanks, GM).

Just when you think you've seen everything... 


I found this old, odd VHF converter and I wonder if it rings any bells with 
anyone, either as a construction project in a magazine or book, or possibly 
as a commercially sold converter. Here are the vital statistics: 


-- 8" black powdercoated cube with a hinged lid and a curved top front panel 
edge. 

-- The top of the chassis is lettered "VHF Converter Mod 1 Ser 1." The 
lettering is sealed with shellac and appears professional. All tube sockets, 
coil sockets and connections are lettered in the same way. But the front 
panel has no lettering. 

-- The front panel has a Millen 10011 dial and bezel with tuning knob and 2 
toggle switches (one of these is in the AC line and the other is ???). This 
Millen dial is one I'd never seen before but it is in both the 1940 and the 
1946/47 Millen catalogs. 

-- The tube lineup is as follows (with my guesses as to function in parens): 
7A4 (oscillator, loktal), 6AK5 (detector), 6AK5 (RF amp), VR105 (regulator) 
and 5Y3GT (rectifier). The 6AK5 sockets are porcelain. The 7A4 socket is 
clear (!) plastic. The others are conventional. The power transformer is a 
Stancor P4076. 

-- The converter uses 3 plug-in coils which appear to be made of ancient 
clear polystyrene--their sockets are made of the same weird material. The 
coils are 5-pin, about 3/4" diameter and 2" tall. 

-- The rear panel has 3 black binding posts marked GND, ANT HI and ANT LO. 
It also has one pre-S0-239-vintage coax socket marked OUT 7310KC. It has a 
conventional 2-wire zip line cord and a tamp 3AG chassis-mount fuse. 


That's all I know. Sibley's Tube Lore says that the 6AK5 was introduced in 
1943. But the cabinet styling is strictly 1930's. So I'm guessing a wartime 
design maybe built in 1946? 


How about putting on your old double-bill cap, taking a pull on your 
favorite pipe and giving me some clues on this one... any ideas?

Jose's experience with a "cracking noise" in his Eddystone 
830/7 reminds me of the work I just completed on my SX-43. 

I had it on the bench because it too had a cracking noise 
that I finally traced to a 22 pf mica (silvered?) that goes 
from the 7F8 mixer plate to ground. It was bouncing between 
open and 22 pf. Physically it was located on a sub-chassis 
that contains the 6BA6 RF amp and the mixer. The Bandswitch 
is also mounted on that sub-chassis and it was between me 
and the capacitor. It was one of those parts I could see 
and just barely reach with my scope probe and with my 
longest, skinniest needle nose pliers. I would have had to 
unwire the bandswitch to remove the assembly and get a 
soldering iron into it. So I just reached in with the 
pliers and broke off one of the cap's leads. Then I 
replaced it with a new 22 pf connected on top of the sub 
chassis to the 7F8 pin (looped tight around the pin) and 
ground. 


And the cracking noise went away, and the 43 continues to 
play on all bands, even the 88 to 108 mc FM band.

JIM, I have had that happen on 2 SX-43s. The first one was a dead short, 
hard to find out where, suspected band switch but traced it to the 22pf 
cap. the treatment was precisely as you described. I wrote a peice to 
Hallicrafters group some months ago.

Jose's experience with a "cracking noise" in his Eddystone 

830/7 reminds me of the work I just completed on my SX-43. 

I had it on the bench because it too had a cracking noise 

that I finally traced to a 22 pf mica (silvered?) that goes 

from the 7F8 mixer plate to ground. It was bouncing between 

open and 22 pf. Physically it was located on a sub-chassis 

that contains the 6BA6 RF amp and the mixer. The Bandswitch 

is also mounted on that sub-chassis and it was between me 

and the capacitor. It was one of those parts I could see 

and just barely reach with my scope probe and with my 

longest, skinniest needle nose pliers. JI would have had to 

unwire the bandswitch to remove the assembly and get a 

soldering iron into it. So I just reached in with the 

pliers and broke off one of the cap's leads. Then I 

replaced it with a new 22 pf connected on top of the sub 

chassis to the 7F8 pin (looped tight around the pin) and 

ground. 


And the cracking noise went away, and the 43 continues to 
play on all bands, even the 88 to 108 mc FM band.
